TEMPERANCE MASS MEET- 
ING. 


Able Speech by Gen J. II. Moore 
—Increased Attendance. 


It was feared by some that the rain 
f Satujday night would eo moisten the 
ground as to make it unsafe to hold the 
emperanco mass meeting in tho park last 
voning, but as no rain fell daring the day 
be ground became entirely dry, and a 
arger company gathered than had been 
irescnt at any of the open air meetings 
Deviously held. At tbe time appointed, 
Ir. Thos. Hays called the meeting to or- 


ier, and a select choir song "Sound aloud 
he War Cry," which was rendered in a 
pirited manner. 
Rev. L. Field, then of- 


ered prayer, which was followed by the 
leautiful temperance song "Puro water is 
rree." Gen. J. H. Moore waa then an- 
nounced as the speaker of the ^evening, 
who addressed the audience for half an 
tour in an able speech abounding with 
good sense and most valuable suggestions. 


The speaker began by saying that the 


onger he lived the less Inclined he was to 
speak in public. He had been often im- 
lortuned by ladies of tbe Temperance 
league to speak at their mass meeting, 
rat had steadfastly declined to do so, until 
a few days ago he met the president of the 


>eague who again laid seige to him, and 


he found her irrcsistbile, and believing 
hat she had the good of community at 
leart, he finally consented to address the 
meeting. He said he felt embarrassed in 
an attempt to make a temperance speech,' 
"or the reason that the subject has been so 
idly canvassed that he was at a loss what 
particular phase of it would bo now to 
he audience. He said he was for temper- 
ance all the time and everywhere. It was 
hard work to get through life in a course 
of action which our conscience tella us is 
wrong. When we do our best there are 
trials and difficulties to contend with. 
VIost of our troubles gtow out of our ab- 
normal state. 
Our desires lend us to do 


wrong things which involve us in trouble. 
If men study,their own interest they will 
inquire after truth, and knowing it will 
follow Us teachings. Tho speaker went 
ou to say that ho was not hero to use epi- 
thets or harsh language with reference to 
anybody. 
A reformer to bo successful 


must cherish a kind spirit, and use kind 
words; however positive he may be in his 
convictions, or however earnest in his 
work, ho must not be denunciatory m his 
appeals to those whom he is seeking to re- 
form. 
When he flies in a passion and 


manifests a censorious disposition, be 
ceases to be a reformer, and his work in 
:hat direction is at an end. There is no 
other counlry where intelligence is so gen- 
erally diffused as in this, and when the fa- 
cilities for social culture and tbe enjoyment 
growing out of it, are so numerous and 
iasy of access as iu this. Every man 
stands upon his own merits, and by all 


;ood 
people is respected accotdiug to his 


moral worlh. The highest and noblest 
type of manhood is reached iu laboring 
for tho good of others. The speaker said 
that he joyfully confessed to tbe faith that 
one being sacrificed Uiinsolf for the salva- 
tion of our race, nnd guvo a glorious cx- 
amplo of self abnegation which men 
should sock to imitate. It is not only tbe 
duty of men to cultivate goodness iu them- 
selves, but to have, so to speak, a surplus 
that may go out to others Having and 
blessing them; aud while men keep thoir 
own lives pure, they should send out thoir 
light to benefit those who are fallen and 
degraded. He said ha believed all present 
were in favor of sobriety and good order, 
nnd thoy should therefore set themselves 
against whatever tended to produce disor- 
der, or endanger the morals of commuqi- 
ty. The speaker went on to say that those 
engaged in wrong doing lived under tne 
accusations of a guilty conscience, and 
often desired aud resolved to do different. 
Liquor dealers intend to quit the business 
sometime, nnd pursue it because it is 4" 
easy way of getting rich. Any man who 
makes money from a business that is hurt- 
ful to society, carries a heavy load on las 
beart while he lives, and wbeu ho dies 
cannot but realize that he has lived to cuitc 
rather than bless the world. Tbia priuqi- 
ple for laboring for the good of others the 
speaker said, lays nt the foundation of all 
good society. 
Where nil good people do 


this evil practices will be greatly diminish- 
ed if not entirely abated., lie said it was 
a responsible thing to espouse tbe cause of 
temperance or any other 
good cause 


those who de it should be consistent; thoy 
should not allow themselves to be implica- 
ied in doing what they condemn in oth- 
ers. Varying Iho tenor of tbe address 
somewhat, the speaker said he was opposet 
to organizing a political party on the sin- 
gle issue of temperance, fiom the fact thai 
political parlies must take into considera- 
tion all the interests of community. 
He 


did not believe thartiny party could suc- 
ceed which had but one idea. But whil 
he was opposed to the organization of a 
party exclusively upon the temperance is 
sue, be was ready to say that ho had cat1 


bis last vote for a drunkard, or for any 
person known to be addicted to any im 
moral practice. The question how is the 
interest of temperance to be promoted? 
may be asked by some, his reply to tha 
question was let the pulpit thunder upon 
Ihe subject, aud wherever good men have 
a voice, let it be heard for temperance 
Educate public sentiment, and let all ofB 
cos be filled by men committeil to the 
cause. To dealers the speaker said, no 
business that strikes at the foundation of 
good society can bring permanent pros 
perity. The fruit of such business will be 
bitter in the end. If they inquire what 
they shall do for a livinj, be would reply 
that tbtre is more legitimate «oik to be 
done than there are people to do it. He 
would say to them perform the most men- 
ial service rather than pursue a business 
that carries sorrow, disgrace, poverty and 
death to the homos of their fellow-men.
